New policies involving criminal 
records checks now in place 


For many years, OPP detachments have processed 
requests for criminal records checks that are used for 
employment and volunteer positions. In addition, some 
citizens require a vulnerable sector check when they work 
or volunteer in a position that involves being in direct con- 
tact with children or vulnerable persons. 

The vulnerable sector screening is an agency-driven 
request, so a form provided by the OPP must be completed 
by the agency requiring the criminal record check. 

In the past, these checks would take approximately one 
week to complete and the results were returned to the 
applicant. 

Recently, changes have been implemented making this 
process much longer. For some, the changes may require 
the applicant submits fingerprints to be sent to the RCMP 
making the entire process take about four months. 

People who work or volunteer in the community are 
asked to keep this in mind as they plan their community 
involvement and participation accordingly.

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Bears, wolves and deer explained by experts 


Seminar helps residents 
understand behaviour of wild 
animals who live among us

Living in Haliburton County means sharing the area 
with a number of creatures, including predators such as 
bears and wolves. 

Learning how to coexist with these animals was the 
subject of a seminar hosted by the Haliburton Highlands 
Stewardship Council at the Kinark Outdoor Centre on 
Oct. 15. 

“The bears can’t help themselves,’ said MNR research 
scientist Martyn Obbard, explaining that bears looking 
for food are under “tremendous evolutionary pressure” 
to follow their stomachs. 

Bears have a great variability in the types of food they 
consume and have memories that allow them to gravitate 
back to the same food source year after year. 

“If that food source happens to be improperly stored 
garbage outside your neighbour’s cottage,” that ability 
remains the same, Obbard said. 

In this area, bears’ natural food sources include choke 
cherries and blueberries and as Obbard explained, it is 
common for these berries to be more plentiful, then less 
plentiful, in alternating seasons. 

“In even-numbered years, food sources in this area 
seem to be high,” he said, explaining this meant that bear- 
human incidents were more likely to occur in odd-num- 
bered years. 

And stats back Obbard up. 

This year, the Minden MNR office saw a large decrease 
in the number of bear complaint calls it received from last 
summer, when some bears had to be trapped and some 
killed in the Halls and Hawk lakes area. 

Also, Obbard said, bears generally have cubs every sec- 
ond year since cubs stay with their mothers for approxi- 
mately 18 months. 

As he explained, a huge food shortage in the province 
caused by dry weather meant a large number of bears that 
had been pregnant did not give birth in 1996. 

Bears have a physiological ability called delayed 
implantation where, while the eggs of a female bear have 
been fertilized, they do not attach themselves to the walls 
of the uterus until around hibernation time. 

If, at that time, her fat levels are not sufficient to sustain 
cubs, her body simply reabsorbs the eggs, terminating the 
pregnancy. 

The many females who did not have cubs in 1996 had 
them in 1997 and ever since, Obbard said, there have 
been far more cubs born in odd-numbered years than in 
even-numbered ones. 

To avoid attracting bears to one’s property, Obbard 
said, obeying the MNR’s Bear Wise tips such as properly 
storing garbage and taking down bird feeders can help. 

For people who may have small orchards on their prop- 
erties, Obbard said electrified fencing strung about waist- 
height (but low enough so bears can’t squeeze under) can 
be an effective impediment. 

Fellow research scientist and wolf expert Brent Patter- 
son talked to the crowd about wolves and coyotes, saying 
that many of the animals people in this area refer to as 
wolves are actually eastern coyotes or hybrid animals. 

Eastern wolves are also present in the area. 

As Patterson explained, the eastern wolf, smaller and 
less pristine-looking than the grey wolf, has acted as a 
genetic conduit between grey wolves and coyotes. 

“Tt really muddies the water,” he said. “If you take the 
eastern wolf out of the equation, you do not see any 
hybridization.” 

Grey wolves can only be found in more northern areas 
of the province due to substantial hunting in southern 


Ontario. 

“If you try hard enough... you can eliminate wolves 
from the landscape,” he said. “We've done it.” 

He said the fear of wolves much of the population 
seems to possess is actually irrational, perpetuated largely 
by centuries of folklore and fairy tales that paint wolves as 
evil creatures. 

Patterson detailed how the size of a pack’s territory is 
directly related to the availability of food and how packs 
mark their respective territories with scat and scent mark- 
ers, as well as howling. 

Ministry staff commonly find healed bone fractures in 
wolf carcasses they test, Patterson said, which indicates 
just how hardy the species is. 

“Killing big animals to earn your livelihood is hard,” 
Patterson said. 

The ministry is still trying to get an accurate measure of 
wolf density in the province, something he said is “diffi- 
cult, expensive and time-consuming.” 

One thing people can do if they wish to reduce their 
chances of attracting wolves and coyotes to their proper- 
ties is to refrain from feeding deer. 

“If you're concentrating deer at a feeder, you're in effect 
concentrating wolves and coyotes,” he said. “Unless con- 
ditions are extremely dire, you shouldn’t be doing it.” 

This sentiment was echoed by Jan McDonnell, a natu- 
ral heritage biologist with the MNR’s Bracebridge office. 

“Deer feeding is a bit of a controversial subject,” 
McDonnell said, reiterating that the practice concentrates 
an unnatural number of deer in a small area. 

Also, she said, it can interfere with the animals’ normal 
metabolism and cause the spread of disease. Deer may 
begin to demonstrate risky behaviour - such as crossing 
highways or frozen water bodies they wouldn’t normally 
traverse - to get to their new food sources. 

“When you kind of get involved in artificial feeding, 
things get all messed up,’ she said. 

McDonnell said people needed to start doing a better 
job of coexisting with other species. 

“It’s something that I think people aren’t really good at 
yet,’ she said. 

Eleanor Kee Wellman, a professional wildlife photog- 
rapher, also spoke to the crowd, providing tips for peo- 
ple who wished to practise some wildlife photography in 
their own backyards.

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Council backs off boathouse ban

Wet slip boathouses will continue to be per- 
mitted in wards 1 and 3 of Algonquin High- 
lands township. 

While councillors had been considering 
a ban on the structures that would incorpo- 
rate the entire township (wet slip boathouses 
are already banned in Ward 2, formerly Stan- 
hope), they decided at an Oct. 14 meeting to 
hold off on expanding the ban. 

At the meeting last Thursday, Dorset busi- 
ness owner Chantal Hamilton, who also owns 
property on Kawagama Lake, told councillors 
she was upset to hear that council was going 
to ban the structures. The push for the ban 


had come largely from the Kawagama Lake 
Cottagers’ Association, which had sent out 
surveys to its member families. 

Anumber of members also indicated at the 
association’s annual general meeting in the 
summer that they wished to see wet slip boat- 
houses banned from the lake. 

“IT knew that people felt the same way I did 
about it,” Hamilton told council, explaining 
she had sent out a survey of her own to area 
residents and cottagers. 

Hamilton said the response rate to her 
survey was 56 per cent, that 54 per cent of 
respondents said they'd not heard of the orig- 
inal survey from the association and that 
while some 70 per cent of respondents were 
against the idea of a prohibition, the majority 
said they had no intention of building a wet- 


slip boathouse. 

Reeve Eleanor Harrison said she had 
recently received four or five emails from peo- 
ple who agreed with Hamilton. 

However, Harrison noted that Dysart et al 
had banned wet slip boathouses on the part of 
Kawagama Lake it controls and she thought it 
behooved the townships to be consistent with 
regulations in areas of shared jurisdiction. 

Harrison also admitted that she personally 
is not a fan of wet slip boathouses and noted 
they can cause problems with views. 

Ward 3 Councillor Diane Griffin said she 
was uncomfortable with expanding the ban 
into wards 1 and 3. 

“I don’t like it,” Griffin said. “Why are we 
being so restrictive?” 

Griffin said that the association repre- 


sented about 500 families on the lake, which 
has nearly 1,000 cottage properties. Noting 
that the association had received an approx- 
imate 45-per-cent response rate to its survey 
(which indicated that 83 per cent of respond- 
ents were in favour of the ban), she didn’t feel 
that was sufficient to proceed with prohibit- 
ing the structures. 

Councillor Carol Moffatt said in her eyes, 
the two opposing surveys left council with the 
status quo. 

“To me, one crosses the other out and we’re 
back to where we were,’ Moffatt said. 

An extension of the ban had been discussed 
as part of the township’s official plan review, 
which should be completed shortly. 

All amendments must be approved by 
county council. 


Runway needs better advocacy, consultant tells council

Last week, Algonquin Highlands councillors 
received a letter criticizing what the writer said 
was their failure get out the true facts around 
the Stanhope Airport expansion project. 

Council received the letter from Toronto 


consultant Keith Beard, who was involved in 
the 2007 project visioning process, at its Oct. 
14 meeting. 

“What bothers me the most is that 
unfounded and fabricated remarks made by 
the anti-airport group do not get challenged 
and arguments are left to dangle suggesting 
their points have sufficient merit to cancel a 
great opportunity,” Beard’s letter, dated Sept. 
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22, read. 

“The local press seems to rely solely on a 
readily available outspoken individual for its 
content with no attempt to find balance in its 
reports. As a result, I think council is facilitat- 
ing a great injustice onto its voters by ignoring 
the constant negative message with no rebut- 
tal to set the record straight.’ 

In his letter, Beard says that “after thousands 
and thousands of hours of analysis over years 
of study by experts, in who knows how many 
fields, we have arrived at a point where their 
collective recommendation to proceed with 
the airport isn’t being heard or understood.’ 

He points to airport expansions in Lind- 
say, Peterborough, Brantford and Muskoka 
as proof that Algonquin Highlands should be 
proceeding with the expansion project to keep 
the township and the county competitive in 
the economy. 

“There are few investments a local council 
can initiate that can generate the community- 
based benefits that become available with the 
Stanhope Airport expansion,” the letter reads. 
“Council has yet to challenge the naysayers 
to come up with Plan B. Opponents have no 
Plan B, they have no plans as in nada nothing 
ZerO.” 

The letter also suggests that council mem- 
bers must have the courage to go home and 
tell their families, “today I had the opportunity 


to vote for high-tech jobs coming to our com- 
munity and I voted against jobs. You will have 
to find work elsewhere.’ 

Councillor Carol Moffatt, who is the one 
member of council who’s voted against the 
expansion project, said she didn’t believe the 
airport issue had anything to do with denying 
expertise and thought Beard’s letter contained 
“trite and insulting language.’ 

“I said all of this,” said Reeve Eleanor Har- 
rison, explaining she’d always said the expan- 
sion project would allow for an industrial park 
at the airport, which would create jobs. “We’ve 
tried to get, as far as I’m concerned, our side of 
the story out.” 

Deputy-reeve Tom Gardner said the letter 
was well written. 

“I can understand his point of view,’ Gard- 
ner said, having read “long-winded diatribes 
not based on fact in the newspaper.” 

Don Shortreed said the reason there had 
been so much attention on the comments 
from those against the airport expansion is 
that those in favour had simply not spoken up 
in the same manner. 

The expansion project, which would build 
an additional 1,220-metre runway at the air- 
port, has been on hold as the township waits 
to hear back from the Canadian Environmen- 
tal Assessment Agency, which is completing a 
review of public input on the project.

A new Standardized mailing system 
implemented in Haliburton County at the 
end of August has created confusion and 
prolonged delivery for some residents of 
Algonquin Highlands and Minden Hills. 

According to Martine Lepine, a spokes- 
person for Canada Post, the new system 
affected 4,500 residents in the county, spe- 
cifically those living in the township of 
Algonquin Highlands with a rural route 
designator. 

Those living in the municipality of Algo- 
nquin Highlands with an RR #1 designation 
now have the postal code KOM 1J1 while 
those with an RR#2 address have a KOM 1J2 
postal code. 

Prior to the changes Ron and Toos Reid 
had a Minden Hills mailing address, now 
the couple, who live west of Carnarvon on 
Kushog Lake Road, are receiving mail with 
an Algonquin Highlands address. 

“I wasn’t aware of the change,’ said Ron 
Reid. “I’m not sure why our address says 
Algonquin Highlands when we live and 
vote in Minden Hills.” 

According to Minden Hills Councillor 
Bill Obee, the address changes do not affect 
which municipality residents vote in. 

The change, said Obee, has been spear- 
headed entirely by Canada Post and has 
nothing to do with the municipality. 

“The ward in which they live in and are 
voting in stay the same,” said Obee. 

“Not everybody in the Carnarvon area is 
affected, it depends on where you are. I live 
just south of Carnarvon and my address did 
not change.” 

Minden Hills postmaster Kim Wood said 
the changes have affected those living in 
the municipality of Algonquin Highlands 
the most. 

“Pretty much the rule of thumb is if 
you re in the township of Algonquin High- 
lands then your address has changed,’ said 
Wood. “However the line kind of zigzags 


Algonquin Highlands resident Paul 
MacInnes says while the changes haven't 
affected the delivery of his mail they have 
affected others. 

“The change itself poses a lot of prob- 
lems because a lot of the companies I do 
business with, their databases won’t accept 
Algonquin Highlands or the postal code as 
a valid address,” said MacInnes. “And Algo- 
nquin Highlands is too long to fit into a lot 
of the data fields and mailing labels.” 

Algonquin Highlands councillor and 
future reeve Carol Moffatt said the changes 
have caused a lot of angst and trouble for 
residents of the township. 

“There has been much confusion and the 
Canada Post folks seem to have had some 
difficulty in getting it right,” said Moffatt. 
“I know the information I received for my 
own address is KOM 1J1. Some people are 
being told they are KOM 1J2. I don’t under- 
stand what the difference is. 

“While I haven’t had any issues I know 
there have been problems and have been 
some transitional pains.’ 

All customers were notified by the end of 
August regarding the changes, said Lepine, 
however mail items with the old address 
on them will continue to be delivered for a 
period of one year after implementation. 

According to Canada Post, mail delivery 
times should not be affected during imple- 
mentation as delivery personnel are recog- 
nizing both the new and old address. 

Diana Adamowicz, a Canada Post deliv- 
ery planner for the region of Haliburton 
County, initially brought the standardized 
system to the county’s attention a year ago. 

“We decided to switch to 911 addressing 
because of the growth and changes,” said 
Adamowicz. “For the security of the mail 
and everything else we’ re trying to imple- 
ment standard addressing right across the 
country.” 

According to Lepine the changes will 
also assist Canada Post agents in getting 
the mail to residents both quickly and cor- 
rectly. 

“Having the mailing address match the

A resident of Moore Falls, 
Debbie Comer has been having 
issues with the delivery of her 
mail since the end of the sum- 
met. 

“We had warning beforehand 
that there would be changes,” 
said Comer. “First we got a 
notice that said they were going 
to drop the rural route number. 
Then because we lived in Moore 
Falls our address, which was 
saying Norland, was changed to 
Minden. 

“It seems very disorganized.” [= 

“It’s been an adjustment,’ said 
Wood. “We're trying to accom- 
modate everyone and get eve- 
rything delivered on a timely 
basis.”

Allen continued in the hospitality business 
in sales and marketing, working on behalf 
of such well-known establishments as the 
Inn on the Park and the Hyatt in Toronto, 
and the Four Seasons in Calgary. 

“IT remember when the Four Seasons 
was still basically a family-run enterprise, 
and now it’s the No. 1 luxury chain in the 
world,” he says. 

Allen worked in hotels up until 1980 
when he started his own business called 
Distinctive Hotels and Resorts Inc. It was a 
business that steered clients to some of the 
top resorts and hotels in North America. 
Allen continued with that basic concept 
for six years, and then changed streams to 
concentrate more on “working for clients 
to negotiate on their behalf with unique 
hotels, resorts and convention centres any- 
where in the world, including Deerhurst in 
the Muskokas and the Pinestone, in Hali-

burton.” 

“T became familiar with the Muskokas, 
but fell in love with Haliburton,” he says. “Tt 
was just the friendliness of the people.” 

By 1994, Dave Allen started coming to 
the Highlands regularly on weekends. He 
initially stayed with friends, but his week- 
ends started getting longer and longer. “I 
just didn’t want to go home,” he says; and 
in 2002 he made the move to live here per- 
manently. 

“T’d had enough of the rat race, but I 
needed to find a way of making a living 
here,” he recalls, citing the refrain heard 
many times over by new residents. Allen 
found work in cottage maintenance, but he 
made very little money, and the work was 
hard, and sometimes dirty. 


In July of 2007 he answered an ad fora 
sales job at the Canoe FM radio station. He 
filled in his application, but nothing hap- 
pened for a while. Several months later 
Canoe FM founder Don Cameron called. 

“At the time of Don’s call I was knee-deep 
in mud, digging a heat-line trench. Don 
asked me if I was still interested in the job. I 
was ecstatic, and told him I'd be right over. 
I went to the interview covered in mud, and 
they asked me if I had any other clothes,’ 
Allen says with a hearty laugh. 

Dave loves his job as the advertising sales 
rep at Canoe, but he also fills in, wher- 
ever he’s needed. “Initially I was vacuum- 
ing, doing dump runs, which I still do, and 
going over to Dover Springs for water,” he 
says. Allen has done many other things 


including helping out with the Santa Claus 
parades and slogging through snow drifts 
to take workers to the transmission tower 
during breakdowns. “And I’m still available 
24/7 for emergencies,’ he assures. 

Allen started to do on-air location work, 
in addition to his day-to-day sales job, and 
he found he liked that end of things, and 
was good at it. He now also does voice- 
overs on commercials, and he prides him- 
self on giving customers the same amount 
of attention whether they’re spending hun- 
dreds, or thousands of dollars, and whether 
their businesses are in Haliburton, Minden, 
or anywhere else in the county. “I write 
most of the ad copy, too,” Allen says, and 
for that he gets inspiration from an amaz- 
ing source. 

“On my mother’s side I’m a blood rela- 
tion to Samuel Clemens, better known as 
Mark Twain,’ he reveals, “and that inspires 
me when I’m writing copy. I just enjoy the 
whole process of sitting down with a client. 
I listen very carefully, and that enables me 
to understand their needs, to write an effec- 
tive script and record the voice-over. 

Allen’s family is important to him and 
he’s especially proud of 23-year-old daugh- 
ter, Chelsey, who lives in West Vancouver 
and graduated from UBC last spring. She is 
now writing her MBA and considering a law 
career. Chelsey was also a Victory Medal 
host at the 2010 Winter Olympic Games in 
Vancouver. 

When Dave Allen is at home he enjoys 
his hobby of cooking comfort food, and his 
chili recipe won second prize at the Minden 
Winterfest Annual Chile Competition. But 
while he enjoys good food, Allen lives and 
breathes Canoe. 

“It’s just so gratifying when a customer 
tells me that their campaign worked 
because of Canoe,’ says Allen. “That’s ulti- 
mately what you want to hear.” 

Dave Allen hears quite a bit from satis- 
fied customers, and you can hear a lot of 
Dave Allen on Canoe FM. 


Identity theft and raud more common than people realize

Financial scams such as identity theft 
and fraud can happen to anybody living 
anywhere, even in a small town like Hali- 
burton. 

A presentation made by financial con- 
sultant Cindy Trapp of Investors Group at 
the Chamber of Commerce breakfast held 
on Oct. 14 at the Minden Legion outlined 
some of the common misunderstandings 
and misconceptions that lead people to 
becoming victims of these crimes. 

“How many of you here can give me your 
social insurance card,’ asked Trapp at the 
beginning of the presentation. 

While those in attendance were hesitant 
to hand over their card, many admitted 
to not even carrying such personal docu- 
ments with them.

“I’m glad to see you didn’t fall for my 
trick,” said Trapp, “and that most of you 
know enough to not carry a card like this 
or your birth certificate on you. It’s docu- 


ments like these that make it easy for peo- 
ple to steal your identity or gain access to 
your financial information.” 

According to Trapp, identity theft and 
investment fraud are on the rise for a 
number of reasons, including the economic 
recession. 

“In Canada in 2007, an estimated 1.7 mil- 
lion Canadian adults were the victims of 
some kind of identity fraud. That amounts 
to almost 6.5 per cent of the adult Canadian 
population. It is also estimated that these 
victims spent approximately 20 million 
hours and a staggering $150 million plus 
to resolve problems associated with these 
frauds,” said Trapp during her presenta- 
tion, referencing information from a 2008 
consumer survey titled Measuring Identity 
theft in Canada. 

There are a number of ways to pre- 
vent fraud from happening to you, said 
Trapp. Tips include frequently changing 


account passwords, checking your credit 
report, not giving out your social insurance 
number, protecting your computer, keep- 
ing track of billing cycles, examining finan- 
cial statements, guarding your mail from 
theft, investing in a shredder and practising 
safe shopping, especially when it comes to 
online shopping. 

Following Trapp’s presentation, a 
number of those in attendance shared 
experiences of instances of identity theft or 
fraud that had happened to them. Many of 
the examples included phone-call scams, 
cyber crimes or issues with stolen credit 
card information. 

“Many people think things like this only 
happen in bigger cities,’ said Trapp. “The 
truth is it can happen in a place like Hali- 
burton to anyone.” 

The next chamber of commerce breakfast 
is scheduled to take place on Nov. 4 at Bon- 
nie View Inn.

Holloway will perform 
camera valuations, where, as Minden Hills 
Museum curator Caroline McLachlan Dar- 
ling said, “Reg will discuss the special fea- 
tures behind [the cameras] and how much 
they’re worth or not worth.” 

From 3 to 4 p.m., Smith will have set up 
a historic photo studio, where guests can 
dress in period costume as he takes their 
photos with an old Polaroid. 

Both Smith and Holloway have exten- 
sive antique camera collections and several 
of their pieces are on display as part of the 
exhibit. 

“I’ve always been interested in photogra- 
phy,” said Smith, explaining he’d received 
his first camera at the age of 10. Working 
in advertising for years, he worked closely 
with photographers, but said it wasn’t until 
he purchased his first digital camera that 
he really became interested in old cameras 
and started collecting voraciously. 

“There’s something about film cameras 
that I like,” Smith said. “I find it fascinating, 
the history of it and the different methods 
that were used.’ 

With close to 100 cameras in his collec- 
tion, he has a particular fascination with 
the Argus brand, of which he owns some 30 
models. 

As Smith explained, the company was 
the first to make 35-millimetre cameras that

were affordable for the general population. 

“They say if it wasn’t for the Argus cam- 
era... [the 35-millimetre] may not have 
become as popular as it did.” 

Holloway, too, is drawn to the history of 
the device and its evolution, so much so 
that he’s written a book on the history of the 
press camera, copies of which are available 
at the cultural centre. 

Holloway started out as an apprentice 
photographer and reporter in England 
in 1947 and while he went on to do other 
things in the way of a profession, his early 
career sent him on a lifelong journey of col- 
lecting cameras. 

Some of his collection dates back to the 
19th century. 

“(The exhibit] looks at both the technical 
impact and the social impact of the cam- 
era,’ McLachlan Darling said. 

Along with parts of Smith’s and Hollo- 
way’s collections, the story of photography, 
which has some Canadian connections, is 
also told through a series of posters and old 
camera advertisements. 

For children, there is a craft centre where 
they can make their own pinhole cameras, 
which they are free to take home.

Tour of county reveals 
transportation issues to provincial

Haliburton County’s problem isn’t that it doesn’t have 
programs, services and infrastructure for children and fami- 
lies — it’s that those aids are situated so far from one another, 
Ontario’s minister of children and youth says. 

On a tour of the county along with local MPP Rick John- 
son, Laurel Broten had a chance to speak with workers at 
Point in Time, the Children’s Aid Society and YWCA about

and then lived 11 years in Cobourg working for Cramahe 
township in Northumberland County before starting as CAO 
of Minden Hills eight years ago. 

“I’ve had what I would say is a wonderful, wonderful 
career,’ Morrison said. “The most gratifying part for me is 
making a difference and working with staff and making 
them feel like they’re part of a real team and making them 
want to come to work.” 

Morrison said he’s also proud of the grants the town- 
ship has been able to get during his tenure (approximately 
$6 million during the last term of council), in particular the 
$500,000 the township received for the upgrades to the Lut- 
terworth Pines drinking water system, for which he lobbied 
hard. 

“When I got word [of the funding] .. . 1 could hardly speak,’ 
he said. “I actually broke down here in the office... know- 
ing that those residents were boiling their water down there 
for five years.’ 

A job like Morrison’s comes with no shortage of chal- 
lenges, the greatest one of all, he said, just holding onto the 


the challenges faced in this community. 

The primary concern she heard was the Highlands’ wide- 
open spaces. 

“How do we help families achieve the best outcomes for 
their kids when the distances to travel are far? When the 
services are not next door?” Broten said during a brief inter- 
view with local media at the Kosy Korner Oct. 14. 

“We need to understand: how do you get the services out 
to the front lines in a community like this one? And that is 
critically important to me,’ she said. 

Broten is one of several ministers who has visited the rid- 
ing of Haliburton-Kawartha Lakes-Brock in the past few 
months, but is the only one who has made it all the way to 
this county. 

The knowledge she gained from talking to service provid- 
ers here will help her make decisions in her role at Queen’s 
Park - which also includes being the minister responsible for

job itself. 

When an election happens, Morrison said, you're dealing 
with a new council, some of who may have gotten elected by 
speaking out against municipal staffers. 

“You have to work with all of them as a team,” he said. 
“This job calls for recommendations. When you have seven 
different opinions, not everyone’s going to be happy.’ 

Morrison plans to retire some time in 2012, after which he 
and his wife will likely be heading back to the Cobourg area 
to be around their children and grandchildren. 

Morrison hopes he gets to enjoy at least a few retirement 
years in Haliburton County and knows after he’s gone, he’ll 
still come back to visit Minden Hills. 

“T want to come back here and I want to walk that River- 
walk,” he said, adding that this is something he tries to do 
most days during his lunch break. “I’m part of that project. 
It’s going to be a sad day when I walk away from here, and 
what I want to say, is ‘I did my best.” 


women’s issues and heading up the poverty reduction strat- 
egy for the province. To address some of the issues facing 
families here, Broten cited the government’s child benefit 
and all-day kindergarten (coming to Minden next Septem- 
ber) as prime examples of how policy would impact lives. 

She noted that other government programs not specifi- 
cally labelled as “poverty reduction” do pull people up, such 
as the second career initiative and elearnnetwork.ca, both 
delivered in part through Fleming College. When asked 
whether the poverty reduction strategy would be addressing 
rural issues as distinct from urban ones, Broten was unsure. 

Both she and Johnson reiterated that much of the rural 
dilemma is inadequate transportation tying services and 
citizens together. 

“It’s nice that you can have a skateboard park right here at 
the bottom of the hill, but if you can’t get to it ... it’s part ofa 
bigger issue. It was raised this morning [at Point In Time] as 
a challenge for area youth,” Johnson said. 

Broten also praised the local Children’s Aid Society for 
being in good fiscal shape and working so closely with other 
service providers to bridge the geographic gaps.

seek and interview those with operational concerns related 
to the Fire Prevention and Protection Act 1997, the Occu- 
pational Health and Safety Act, other legislative require- 
ments and the council-approved master fire plan,’ an Oct. 
19 press release from the township read. “The purpose of 
this approach is to allow the firefighters to express them- 
selves to an objective third party who will have no bias. A 
report will be provided to council in order to determine 
what, if any, actions may be necessary to correct any oper- 


ational deficits identified.” 

The release stipulates that those interviews will not 
include the activities of Dorset’s firefighters’ association, 
which has removed its equipment from the fire hall, since 
it operates independently from the township. 

In the meantime, firefighters from two nearby Lake of 
Bays stations as well as the firehalls at Oxtongue Lake and 
Stanhope will continue to be on standby to deal with an 
incidents that may arise in Dorset. 

“The widespread suggestion that members of council 
don’t care about or understand this situation is vastly incor- 
rect,” the release read. “Members are highly aware, very

pretty vulgar things put on there.” 

“For me, three of my large signs were vandalized, one 
small one was kicked over and ripped off the post and four 
signs have gone missing,” said fellow Ward 1 candidate 
Brigitte Gall. 

Ward 2 candidate Richard Bradley said he’d experienced 
similar incidents with some of his signs and had contacted 
the OPP. 

“It has been suggested to me that this could be from 
wind, but I do not think a wind would snap a wooden stick 
or rip a sign off a steel post,” Bradley said. 

Ken Redpath, also running in Ward 2, said he’d had signs 
of his stolen from Deep Bay Road and that while he had 
new ones made to replace them, signs have gone missing 
again. Fellow Ward 2 candidate Craig Birchall said he’s also 
had signs stolen and damaged. 

“I am disappointed in the people who would do these 
acts,’ Birchall said. “On the other hand, the camaraderie 
between candidates helping fix each others’ signs is com- 
mendable.” Larry Clarke, running for councillor-at-large, 
said he too had been touched that other candidates had 
helped repair the signs he’d had damaged.

Military conducts 
training in Dorset 


The Canadian Forces will be conducting a basic military 
training course for 38 Canadian Rangers next week at the 
Lion’s Camp near Dorset. 

Canadian Rangers are part-time, reserve soldiers who 
provide a military presence in Canada’s remote and isolat- 
ed regions. They provide skilled assistance in emergencies 
such as searches for missing persons, plane crashes, evac- 
uations, forest fires and floods. 

“The Lion’s Camp is an excellent facility for the type of 
training we are doing,’ said Major Guy Ingram, comanding 
officer of 3rd Canadian Ranger Patrol Group at Canadian 
Forces Base Borden. “It gives us a good adminstrative and 
logistics set-up, as well as a training area we can use. 

“The training won't affect the public in any way. The Ca- 
nadian Rangers will be mostly at the camp. They will also 
be out a bit on nearby Crown land, using ATV trails and 
roads for ground search and rescue training. But there will 
be no disruption to public activities. 

“On Tuesday, Oct. 26, they will do live firing at the shoot- 
ing range on North Margaret Lake Road, near the Frost 
Centre Institute.” 

The Canadian Rangers taking part in the training will 
come from 18 remote Cree, Oji-Cree and Ojibwa settle- 
ments in Ontario’s Far North with Ranger patrols. Sixteen 
of the communities have no year-round road access. 
Most of the students will be skilled hunters, trappers and 
fishers who use their intimate knowledge of their local ter- 
ritories to provide invaluable assistance to the Canadian 
Forces. They are also first responders in many emergency 
situations. 

The Rangers wear distinctive red sweaters and red ball 
caps, combat pants and combat boots. The camp will have 
15 full-time members of the Canadian Forces to run it and 
provide instruction. 

Training will include basic drill, general military knowl- 
edge, navigation, including how to use maps, compasses 
and GPS, first aid and communication.
